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MAKIN’ BACON 
In the wake of recently announced findings 
establishing a strong link between the 
consumption of bacon and the risk of cancer, 
the Hamptons Police moved this week to remove 
bacon from all grocery stores on the South Fork. 
“We're taking a proactive approach,” announced 
Hamptons Police Department spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “Given the known health risks that 
come from eating bacon—even small amounts 
of bacon—the department decided, in the 
interest of public safety, to impound all area 
bacon.” Hirsch distributed an informational 
packet listing the kinds of products the 
department removed. Among the bacon items 
now unavailable are standard sliced bacon, 
slab bacon and premium, imported bacons like 
Italian pancetta and German speck. Of course, 
Canadian bacon has also been barred. “We

5% of the content by volume. More importantly, 
the purity law mandates that the potatoes in 
home fries be crispy on the outside—not hard, 
not soft, not chewy, not soggy—but crispy.” 
Apparently, undercover officers involved in 
the investigation sampled home fries across 
the East End, visiting most eateries twice, and 
were amazed to find that the Home Fries Purity 
Law is almost universally flouted. “If there’s 
a crispy home fry on the East End, we have 
yet to encounter it,” the report states. Until 
further notice, all East End restaurants are on 
probation until they improve their compliance 

with the law. &&

series of peculiar explosions have rocked 
the Hamptons during the last few weeks. 

The first occurred two weeks ago Tuesday at a 
small lingerie shop on Jobs Lane in Southampton 
called Pretty Bear and was reported by a Mrs. 
Sondra Dee, a resident of Manhattan who was 
walking down that Jane carrying some shopping 
bags when suddenly the shop she was just 
passing, Pretty Bear, made a popping sound 
and disappeared in a cloud of white smoke. 

“There was no loud noise or anything,” Mrs. 
Dee told the police officer who found her 
wandering around dazed in Monument Square. 
“It just left me with a littlke headache and a 
ringing in my ears. I'll get over it.” Her makeup 
was smudged, however. 

The officer went up Jobs Lane to investigate 
after he talked to Mrs. Dee but couldn’t find 
the Pretty Bear shop. He knew it was there 
somewhere and asked some people in another 
shop nearby if they knew the Pretty Bear shop, 
and when they all went outside to look all they 
could see where Pretty Bear once was stood 
was an empty lot with a dusting of pink dust 
on the ground. Nearby, many of the leaves 
had been knocked off the trees. But there was 
nothing else out of whack. 

Similar explosions, or popping sounds, 
continued to occur during the next few weeks 
on Newtown Lane in East Hampton, on Sunset 


Lane in Westhampton Beach and on Main Street 
in Bridgehampton. In every case, according to 
Chief Warren Harris of the Hamptons Police 
Department, the explosions seemed entirely to 
be kind of a vanishment—that is to say there 
was no debris where the stores had been and 
there was no damage to adjacent properties. 
There were also no reported injuries, at least 
any more than had happened to Mrs. Dee. 

“The one thing all these stores have in 
common,” said the Chief, “is that they are 
all ‘pop-up’ stores. These stores are planned 
ahead of time to open just before Memorial 
Day and then close just after Columbus Day. 
Apparently, all of these pop-ups have simply 
‘popped down.” 

Mayor of the Hamptons Bill Hildebrand has 
announced that all these “pop downs,” as his 
team has called them, be investigated to see if 
any have violated any ordinance. 

“We can’t have these pop-ups just go popping 
down all willy-nilly like this,” he said. “If they 
are set up to pop down, then the town should 
be notified ahead of time and this information 
passed along to the general public. My team and 
I] are working on a whole slew of new ordinances 
that we hope to put into effect over the winter 
to deal with the pop-up problem. Meanwhile, 
step lively in the Hamptons, look both right and 
left, and if you hear a kind of ripping sound— 
these things apparently are preceded by a 
ripping sound—hang onto your hats.” &

For the Third Time in 125 Years, a Unit Comes to Help Save the Day

he U.S. Army is in downtown Montauk this 

week, overseeing the start of an enormous 
$9 million Army Corps of Engineers project 
to build a 15-foot-high re-enforced sand dune 
along the back of the beach for a half-mile from 
the Montauk IGA to the Atlantic Terrace Motel. 
Trucks, heavy equipment and huge quantities 
of sand and sandbags are now in the Kirk Park 
Parking Lot, which will be the supply depot for 
the work as needed. The work should be done 
by the end of January or mid-February. 

This is the third time that the U.S. Army has 
deployed units in Montauk. 

The first time was in August of 1898. At 
that time, 36,000 men from the U.S. Army 
came to Montauk aboard troop ships at the 
conclusion of the Spanish-American War, which 
the Americans had fought and won in Cuba 
during the prior three months. 

The Army, all volunteer, had previously 
been up in the mountains of Cuba overlooking 
Santiago, where down below beaten Spanish 
generals and other government officials were 
working out the surrender to the Americans. 
Cuban people would be free of the Spanish 
yoke. They would be able to form their own 


government under the protection of the 
United States. 

Many soldiers in the American army units in 
the mountains, however, were suffering from 
a wide variety of tropical diseases, such as 
malaria, typhoid and Yellow Fever, some of 
which could cause a plague in America when 
the troops came back to their homes. 

There were no effective medicines against 
tropical diseases back then. Obviously, the men 
needed to withdraw from Cuba. And so it was 
decided, by order of President McKinley, that 
troopships should carry them to a particular 
windswept, sparsely inhabited peninsula called 
Montauk sticking out into the Atlantic where, 
with the fresh ocean breezes, the army could 
encamp, and, in time, recover or succumb. 

There were no paved roads leading to 
Montauk then. But as it happened, a few years 
earlier a railroad line had been constructed 
connecting Montauk to Manhattan. Nurses, 
doctors and medicines could be brought out to 
tend the sick aboard special trains. 

The troop ships began arriving in Montauk 
at a dock sticking out into Fort Pond Bay. 
Members of the press were brought out 
from the city for the occasion. Aboard one 
troopship were Teddy Roosevelt and his

Rough Riders, heroes of the war. 

From the railing, as the ship arrived, Roosevelt 
shouted down to the reporters, “I am feeling 
disgracefully well...1 feel positively ashamed of 
my appearance when | see how badly off some 
of my brave fellows are—oh, but we had a bully 
fight.” Soon, not only the soldiers, but also their 
horses and cannons were brought ashore. 

For the next two months, over 5,000 white 
tents dotted the landscape between what is 
now downtown Montauk and the Montauk 
Lighthouse, home to both the healthy and sick. 
The healthy, carrying regimental flags, went 
on maneuvers on horseback through the hills. 
President McKinley visited the troops. As it 
turned out, most of the soldiers recovered, but 
300 of the men died. In the end, all went home, 
mostly to parades and speeches from the proud 
citizens of American towns happy to have their 
boys back. 

The next time the Army came was in 1941, at 
the start of World War II. For the entire duration 
of the war, an army encampment of several 
thousand men occupied 1,000 acres of land on 
the cliffs overlooking the Atlantic Ocean just to 
the west of the Montauk Lighthouse. Inside this 
camp, Camp Hero, there were three enormous 
16” guns, the same as the (Continued on page 38) 
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Army (Continued from previous page ) 


big guns on battleships, bolted 
down inside concrete bunkers 
and aimed out to sea. A shell 
from one of these guns could 
travel 23 miles. There were also 
anti-aircraft guns and machine 
gun nests in Montauk as well | 
as lookout towers and concrete 
ammunition bunkers in the 
dunes at various places around 
town. No German _ invasion, 
which they were here to prevent, 
ever came. 

Today, the U.S. Army is here 
in peacetime. And its U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers is building this 
protection to keep the ocean from flooding 
Montauk during times of high tide and violent 
storms. Three years ago, seas did begin to 
breach the dunes. In that emergency, the fire 
department and highway departments were 
called in, and men driving bulldozers pushed 
the sand up where the breaches had begun 
to occur, to save the town. Later that year, it 
happened again. 

After that, the Federal Government was called 
and asked to help. Tides are rising all over. 
U.S. Army experts confirmed help was needed 
urgently and this project was the result of that. 
And so, as of last week, they have come. 

The Army Corps of Engineers was founded as 
a division of the U.S. Army in 1775. Since that 
time, whenever the country goes to war, units 
from the Army Corps of Engineers are nearby

to build bridges, harbors and 
temporary landing strips to keep 
the military on the move. The 
Army Corps of Engineers was 
particularly praised for the work 
it did in 1944 for the Normandy 
Landings, building the docks and 
floating piers along the northern 
coast of France so our invading 
/ army, along with the British, 
}fcould drive the Germans out 
12 of that country. This was done 
/Zunder heavy enemy fire. Also 
& built under fire was the pontoon 

bridge at Remagen, which 
allowed for the first crossing of 
the Rhine by American soldiers into Germany 
to hasten the end of the war. 

The Army Corps of Engineers is also called 
in to construct civilian projects along seafronts 
and waterfronts in peacetime. The Corps 
appears in both uniforms and civilian clothes. 
In 1993, after the ocean broke through the 
barrier island at Westhampton Beach, isolating 
300 homeowners, the Army Corps of Engineers 
sank huge 30-foot-high corrugated steel plates 
vertically down into the seabed to stop the sea. 
With that accomplished, they pumped sand 
onto this steel, both on the ocean side and bay 
side, to permanently stabilize it. After that, the 
homeowners voted to create their own Village 
there, and it is there today as the Village of 
West Hampton Dunes. 

For Montauk, the new project will be 15 feet 


tall, a half-mile long and be made of tens of 


' thousands of sandbags placed in a chain for 


the entire half-mile distance. The underside of 
this sandbag chain will be below sea level to 
anchor the project. The rest, above the level of 
the beach, will be covered with between four 
and six feet of sand topped with beach grass. 
None of it is what is called a “hard structure,” 
which is illegal by town code. But it should stay 
in place for 50 years. 

You can see what this is going to look like, 
because between the IGA and the Oceanside 
Beach Resort to the west, a naturally high 
dune blocks the town from the sea. To its 
east, the rest of this dune was torn away by 
the sea during the last 20 years, and this is 
what is being re-created artificially with the 
underground sandbag anchor. 

Three elevated boardwalk walkways will lead 
over the new dune and down to the ocean 
beach on the other side. The pilings for these 
walkways are to be the first thing constructed. 
Midway along this new protective dune there 
will be an opening where you could walk 
straight through without having to go over the 
dune. This is between The Sloppy Tuna and the 
Royal Atlantic Beach Resort. Of course, when a ~ 
storm surge threatens, the Town will come in 
to use bulldozers to seal up this passageway 
temporarily with sand that is being stored 
nearby for that purpose. 

All in all, in spite of many local objections, it 
is a pleasure to see the downtown secured in 
this way. @& 
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Baseball Explained 


There’s a Bat, a Ball, a Wall, Three Bases to Stand on to Be Safe

E ver try to explain baseball? The other day I 
got sort of trapped into it. 

A friend was visiting us from England, and 
when I came down to breakfast he said I looked 
tired. I told him I had been up until two in the 
morning watching the first game of the World 
_ Series. The Mets were two outs away from 
winning in the ninth, but a Kansas City player 
hit a home run against Familia, the Mets’ great 
closer, which sent the game into extra innings. 
It didn’t end until the 14th. 

He blinked. 

Don’t you know baseball? I asked. And so 
it began. 

I tried starting by explaining that hit in the 
ninth, but quickly realized that would not work. 
So I started at the beginning. 

There are two teams, I said. There’s a ball 
and a bat and for a while a member of one team 
using a bat tries to hit the ball over a fence far 
away after a player on the other team throws 
it at him, but it has to be near by so the batter 


gets a good chance to hit it. The thrower, which 
we Call a pitcher, is just one particular very big 
and strong individual who is very good at that. 
If the batter hits it over the fence, or in another 
place where nobody can get to it quickly near 
the fence, then that is good. After he hits it or 
doesn’t, then the hitting team brings in a new 
batter, and so eventually all the players on the 
hitting team, nine of them, one after the other, 
get to try to hit it over the fence. If all nine do 
that, or come near to it by hitting it in a good 
place, then they start around again against 
the pitcher. 

However, in the course of things, if the batters 
try to hit it over the fence one after the other 
and after a while three of them cannot do it, or 
if they do other bad things like swing and miss 
three times, then the penalty is they change 
sides. So then the batting team goes out by the 
fence and the big pitcher for the batting team 
now throws to the old pitching team, who are 
now the batters. 

He blinked. 

One full time where both sides get to hit and 


finally fail three times is called an “inning,” | 
told him. They play nine innings, and at the end 
of that time the team that has hit the ball over 
the fence the most times is declared the winner. 

Well, that sounds pretty straightforward, my 
friend said. 

Well, there are nuances, | said. For instance, 
with nine players on a side, when the pitcher 
is pitching, his eight teammates stand around 
him, some near and some far by the fence, and 
try to catch the ball when it is hit. If one does 
catch it, then that is as good as when the batter 
misses hitting the ball three times. Either way it 
is an “out.” And the batter is “retired” and there 
is a new batter. Then after three batters don’t 
do good, as | said, they change sides. 

I get it, he said. 

It can be quite dramatic. When one of those 
standing around in the field leaps up and 
catches the ball, which might otherwise have 
gone over the fence, thereby making an “out,” 
everybody stands up and cheers. 

And if the batter hits it over the fence? 

The fans rooting for the (Cont'd on next page) 
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other team stand up and cheer. 

Jolly good. 

| then explained about what happens if a 
batter hits it short of the fence, but in a place 
where the opposing players can’t catch it. 

“That’s what I meant when | said it’s hit in a 
good place,” | said. 

There are three small, soft white bags in 
various places on the ground that are safe 
places for the batter to run to if he is able to hit 
the ball where nobody can get at it right away. 

“If he can get to one of these bags and keep 
one foot on it, then it is a good thing,” I said. 

“He runs to them?” 

“Yup, he runs as fast as he can to get to one. 
That’s because a fielder can pick up the ball 


where it rolls to and throw it to another fielder 
guarding the base and that fielder, if he has the 
ball, can tag the runner before he gets there, 
and that’s the same thing as striking out or 
flying out.” 

An hour later, moving slowly like this and 
occasionally introducing new concepts, such 
as a pick-off, a walk, a stolen base, a foul ball, 
a triple, a double play, players on base scoring 
and so on, I got to a point where | felt it safe to 
try to explain the ninth inning. 

“As you can imagine,” I said, “a pitcher 
throwing the ball like that, sometimes a hundred 
miles an hour, can get tired. So, pitchers who 
start the game are usually only are able to 
play really well through about seven innings. 
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Play ball! 


At that point, they have to be replaced.” 

“Is there a penalty for that?” 

“No. Except when a pitcher is removed, he 
can’t come back in. He’s done for the day. So 
who they bring in to pitch is another big strong 
man, but this time one whose job it is to just 
pitch the last inning, or last two innings. Both 
teams have them. They are called “closers” 
because they are trying to “close” the game out. 
All they have to do is get six men out, three in 
each of the last two innings. Either one team is 
ahead or the other. Or they are tied.” 

“With runs,” he said. 

“Yes. So now it is the last half of the ninth 
inning, Kansas City’s last chance at bat and they 
are behind by one run, 4 to 3. New York has a 
really good closer named Jeurys Familia. Tall, 
strong, calm, square jaw, from the Dominican 
Republic, I think. His job is to save the win. 

“He strikes out the first batter, so now there 
are just two more outs to go, and the New York 
Mets win. I am rooting for the Mets and I and 
everybody else are very excited. But then the 
second batter swings and hits it over the fence.” 

“Oh lordy,” my friend says. “It’s tied.” 

“This is a very rare thing. Closers are so 
good. Familia gets the next two outs to end the 
inning, and then he strides off the field to the 
dugout and he is really angry at himself. He 
throws down his mitt. His close has now been 
transformed into a “blown save.” 

“Well named. So what happens?” 

“They go into extra innings. The Mets are the 
guests, so they continue on as first up for the 
new inning. If they score, the Kansas City team 
gets to bat in the bottom half. If they can’t score 
in the bottom half of the inning, it’s over and the 
Mets win. If they can duplicate what the Mets 
did, it continues on. But if they can score one 
more than the Mets did, they win. It’s over.” 

“And how long can this go on?” 

“Well, the nine innings generally takes. two 
and a half hours. It’s a leisurely game. But 
now the extra innings can continue, in theory, 
forever. Sometimes they play 20 or 25 innings. 
It just keeps on going.” 

"And? 

“In the bottom of the 14th, Kansas City seeped. 
And that was that. This game took five hours 
and nine minutes.”

“Rural Route, a view in 
Wading River,” may be 
typical of Carol Gold’s 
work, which she describes 
on as vibrant seascapes 
and landscapes rendered 
in oil on linen. She feels 
it’s also typical of the 
feeling her paintings 
evoke in viewers who 
tell her that they feel as though they could 
walk right into her scenes. The mailbox is an 
inviting compositional touch in an intensely 
sunny scene, trees so full and ripe that the 
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leaves cast shadows on themselves. 

Gold was a supervisor and assistant principal 
in New York City schools and taught art for 30 
years. She has been painting since she was a 
child. Attending an Art Academic Program at 
Washington Irving High School, earned a B.S. 
in Art Education and a Master of Fine Arts at 
Pratt Institute and took additional painting 
studies at Queens College. She taught required 
art courses in Queens high schools and also 
started innovative beautification projects that 
served local neighborhoods and communities. 
Eventually, she moved on to supervising a 
broad number of programs in the arts and 
humanities, including dance, music and foreign 
languages. Retired for a number of years 
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now, she speaks with pride of both teaching 
and training teachers. She cites as particular 
influences Pratt teachers Philip Pearlstein, 
known primarily for his Modernist Realism 
nudes, and the painter Jacob Lawrence, who is 
regarded as a painter of dynamic cubism. Both 
enhanced her sense of composition, Pearlstein 
with his diagonals and unusual points of view 
and Lawrence with his bold colors and rhythm. 


You paint and show in Florida as well as on 
Long Island. Are there distinguishing features 
you try to capture in each place? 

Long Island locales differ from those in Florida 
and the Caribbean in coloration, especially in 
regard to water. Painting water is challenging 
because of its surfaces, transparency, color, 
reflection of light and motion. Florida is 
basically new, young and flat. The East End has 
distinctive large trees, hills and extraordinary 
light. That’s probably a maple in “Rural Route” 
but it’s the backlit effects I was going for. I 
do have wonderful light in Florida, though, 
and am president in Boynton Beach of an art 
group whose adult members gather weekly, 
for free, to do figure drawing, still lifes and 
to exhibit. 


Do you paint en plein air and use photos? 

While I have done plein air, my work is often 
too complex in composition, requiring weeks 
to execute. Usually I respond to what I see by 
envisioning a practically completed painting. 
I saw a boat while on a bus in Aruba, got off 
the bus, ran back along the beach and took a 
few snapshots. I tend to use my own photos 
in combination to document unique and fast- 
changing elements, the light, the wind. I want 
to create an ideal image of peace that’s also 
stirring and attractive, and I get that by painting 
on Belgian linen. | love the strength and smell 
of the linen, how it makes the paint richer. I’m 
not an impasto painter, by the way. | apply oil 
paint almost as if I were doing a watercolor. | 
mix my own medium and apply it in thin layers, 
building up. @&

The quote directly applies 
to the New York Mets. The Mets don’t play 
baseball like a “regular” team. They don’t hit 
the ball and score runs and get the win. There’s 
an element of magic in every game they play. 
And this past weekend, their magic ran out. 

But, for one glorious day, it was in full force. 
And I was there to witness it. 

My brother and I bought World Series 
tickets for Friday’s game. I wavered back 
and fourth about getting them but ultimately 
decided that it would be the experience of a 
lifetime, and that couldn’t have been closer 
to the truth. 

The afternoon started on the Hampton Jitney, 
when I spent the first few minutes changing 
out the laces in my white Converses to be blue 
on the left shoe, orange on the right. Upon 
disembarking at 42nd Street, the guy in front 
of me told me that I had inspired him to buy 
tickets. He saw my Mets shirt and spent the trip 
into the city changing his plans to attend the 
evening’s game. 

We took the 7 Train from Grand Central to 
the grand entrance of the Mets—Willets Point 
Station, arriving at the stadium with throngs of 
fans dressed in orange and blue, minutes after 
the gates to the parking lot opened. 

Truly, the best part of the evening was walking 
into the stadium. Because that’s when it hit me: 
I was about to enter the first World Series game 
ever played at Citi Field. | was about to witness 
my all-time favorite team play on baseball’s 
biggest stage. The trip was a generation in 
the making. 

My brother and I made friends with the 
people who shared our standing-room-only 
section. Mets fans are good people, and a group 
of five of us alternated between enjoying three 
front-row seats and saving spots when someone 
had to run to the bathroom or grab a hot dog. 

The game started with Billy Joel’s rousing 
rendition of the National Anthem. He hit the 
high notes, but the Mets hit them higher. Two 
home runs. Thousands of people dressed like 
Thor, the Norse god who bears a striking 
resemblance to Noah Syndergaard, the Mets 
starting pitcher that night. The stadium 
was electric. My rally towel was waving the 
entire time. 

We didn’t win the series, but they reminded 
me why, come 2016, I'll still believe. A.

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Ethan Hawke Plays Bay Street This Weekend

than Hawke ran by me at 116th Street and 

Fifth Avenue just before 2 p.m. on Sunday, 
November 1, an official entrant in the annual New 
York City Marathon. 

“’m sorry you saw me at my darkest hour,” the 
prolific actor, screenwriter and author confessed 
less than 24 hours later over the phone. 116th Street 
and Fifth Avenue is right around Mile 22, a spot when 
most participants competing in the.grueling 26.2 mile 
race across the five boroughs hit what runners refer 
to as “the wall.” Hawke was familiar with the feeling, 
as he says miles 20-24 were the most difficult. 

“T never used to run, and it’s always interested 
me,” says Hawke about his decision to join the race. 
His wife, Ryan Hawke, a committed runner, also 
inspired him to take up the sport. “It’s fun to go to 
the gym for a reason other than what you look like. 
It’s good to be training for something.” 

Best known for starring in the critically acclaimed 
films Dead Poets Society, Training Day and Boyhood, 
Hawke has pursued many ventures outside of 
acting—and running. This Saturday, he will team up 
with acclaimed guitarist G.E. Smith for the finale of 
Smith’s “Portraits” series at Bay Street Theater in 
Sag Harbor. Hawke will be playing guitar and singing. 

“lve never done a gig in my life before,” says 
Hawke. “I don’t exactly know what possessed G.E. to 
ask me... no one has ever asked me to do something 
like this before,” says Hawke. But his passion for 
music and admiration for Smith’s craft prompted him 
to agree to join. 

Despite never performing music on stage, Smith 
has been playing guitar for over 20 years. “Playing 
guitar is incredibly conducive to a film set because 
there’s a lot of waiting,” he says. “And so it’s fun

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to doodle around on guitar.” He first picked at 
chords while on the Dead Poets Society set under the 
instruction of fellow actor Robert Sean Leonard. “It’s 
one of those things where acting and music meet,” 
says Hawke of performing this Saturday, noting 
that he likes songs that tell a story. “I’m not really a 
singer, but I can play one.” 

G.E. Smith is a guitar legend, once the lead guitarist 
in the band Hall & Oates, and later the musical 
director of Saturday Night Live. This weekend’s 
performance is the final installment of this year’s 
“Portraits” series at Bay Street. These concerts have 
each featured Smith playing with special guests; 
other guests included Roger Waters of Pink Floyd, as 
well as Dan Rizzie, Ralph Gibson and Carter Burwell. 

“‘m not very good, but the band that I’m playing 
with will be really good,” says Hawke. “Come at your 
own risk—but it should be a lot of fun.” 

Hawke broke into the acting scene in 1989, when 
he portrayed shy Todd Anderson opposite Robin 
Williams’ unorthodox English teacher, John Keating, 
in the critically acclaimed film Dead Poets Society. 
Hawke, who always dreamed of being a writer, 
dropped out of college to audition for the role. “My 
main thought was, ‘I’m not going to get the part 
and then I can join the merchant marines and be a 
[writer].’ I wanted to be like Jack London, but that 
didn’t really happen,” says Hawke. 

Hawke has since fulfilled that childhood dream. He 
is the author of two books, with a third, Rules for a 
Knight, a young adult novella that he wrote with his 
children in mind, set to come out later this month. 

“There is an old Buddhist expression: To be a 
master at one craft, you have to apprentice at three. 
Acting is my great love. Everything derives from 

acting for me [and] I’ve learned about acting from 
writing,” he says.

Discuss the importance of the creative exchange 
of ideas between you and the client. 

When a client comes to us with a specific idea in 
mind whether it is a sketch on a napkin, a magazine 
clipping or a beautiful rendering, we look for an 
opportunity to collaborate.

How did your design concept evolve for the 
Walking Man©Chiminea? 

I believe that fire is a primal experience with 
universal appeal. For a long time, I had a ceramic 
chiminea in my backyard. It opened and closed in a 
way that allowed the smoke to rise above the people 
and you could direct the smoke away from the wind. 
It provided for many gatherings over the years and 
when it cracked and had to be discarded, it was 
missed. Feeling we had been without it for a while, 
we looked for a new one but couldn’t find one that 
allowed us to control the smoke. One night while on 
the phone, I began to create a chiminea with folded 
paper, like origami. As an artist, | am drawn to the 
geometry of organic shapes and human figures. It 
was natural to begin there. I worked first with paper 
and cardboard until the Walking Man© evolved. 

Our Walking Man@ is three-sided and all sides open 
and close, offering symmetrical views from every 
vantage point and control over the smoke. When

Where to wine and dine 
on the East End. 


73 Main in Southampton for “Brunch/Lunch” 


5 Main is full to overflowing for dinner and 

clubbing all summer long. In the fall months, 
lunch is THE thing along Southampton’s Main Street. 
. Most days it’s still warm enough to eat outside at 
the tables on the sidewalk. The people watching is 
as colorful as the turning leaves, and the food is a 
delightful part of the scene. 

We three colleagues, editors Stacy Dermont, Kelly 
Laffey and Lee Meyer, went there for lunch last 
week. Lee, who believes that breakfast is not only 
the most important meal of the day but also the 
best, was very pleased to see that the menu read 
“Brunch-Lunch”—it offers everything from Three 
Egg Omelettes to a 75 Main Prime Burger. He was 
leaning toward ordering the Belgian Waffles but, 
upon consultation with the manager, Iona, he settled 
on the Challah French Toast with fresh blueberries, 


strawberries and whipped cream. He was very taken 
with those four thick slices of toast, which were 
battered to fluffy perfection—they were gone in a 
flash. Kelly also went for morning fare with the Crab 
Cake Benedict on an English muffin topped with 
the requisite hollandaise and paired with hearty 
homefries. The lightly breaded crabcakes are a nice 
twist on this brunch staple. The eggs were perfectly 
poached, with the egg yolk mixing well with the 
buttery hollandaise sauce. Stacy leaned toward lunch 
with her Roast Beef Tenderloin Hash, featuring sweet 
potatoes, onion, sweet pepper and corn kernels, in 
addition to the beef and potatoes. Topped with two 
very fresh poached eggs, this dish was rich, and the 

hollandaise sauce just added to the effect. 
The Craft Cocktail menu tempted. Stacy thought 
longingly about the French 75 Main of champagne, 
lemon tea, infused

The 
bun was substantial, 
not falling victim to 
sogginess by mayo; 
we also sampled 
the Mezze Rigatoni 
Bolognese  (ragu 
of beef, veal, pork 
and broccolini), its pasta was nicely al dente—its 
broccolini offered just the right bitter note alongside 
the natural sweetness of the tomato; and the Black 
Bean, Corn & Quinoa Burger with its tasty, gluten-free 
sauce, served over a bed of salad. The cilantro, rolled 
oats and eggs combined with the main ingredients, 
made for a pleasant texture and flavor. Lee said, 
“Mmm. I love it and I don’t like quinoa or cilantro!” 

There you have it, folks. Healthy, post-summer fun 
in the Southampton sun. We challenge you to save 
room for dessert. gO

all heralds the arrival of pumpkin beer and

puree. Stop in to try the Southampton Imperial 
Porter, a high-gravity beer—big flavor and high in 
alcohol, approximately 7.2%. Flavor notes include 
chocolate, caramel and toffee, with a hint of roasty 
sweetness. Get it on tap or bottled. On tap now is the 
Abbey Double, starting sweet with candied fruit and 
chocolate, and ending with a dry spice. 


Long Ireland Beer Company, with a brewery and 
taproom in Riverhead, makes its Pumpkin Ale with 
real pumpkin puree, nutmeg, allspice and cinnamon. 
Co-founder Greg Martin says the ale is the number 
2 seller for Long Ireland, out of more than 30 beer 
varieties brewed each year. The _ brewery’s 
Oktoberfest, which was done in a small run for its 
debut last year, is in full production for 2015 and 
available on tap and in six-packs of bottles. “It’s a 
true, Marzen-style Oktoberfest,” Martin says. The 
deep-amber beer is made with lager yeast in a 
45-day process for authentic flavor. The 2015 Black 
Friday Imperial Stout, a heavy, dark beer made 
with chocolate malts, will be released the day after 
Thanksgiving. The taproom will offer the chance to 
try the 2011 through 2014 editions as well, and to 
taste how they have aged. “As it ages, certain flavors 
become more pronounced on it than others,” Martin 
says. Chocolate Porter, a medium-bodied porter with 
a baker’s chocolate bitterness to it, is coming back 
this November for its third year, available on draft 
and in 22-ounce bottles. 


Montauk Brewing Company is bringing a number 
of seasonals to its South Erie Avenue taproom 
exclusively. Pumptauk, MBC’s pumpkin ale, made its 
debut. “We’ve never done one since home brew days, 
so this is our first go at it commercially,” says MBC 
co-founder Vaughan Cutillo. The small-batch beer is 
made with local pumpkins, plus rich spices that give 
it aromas of cinnamon, nutmeg, clove and ginger. 
Montauk Golden Ale is a harvest ale made with 
Belgian yeast that gives it notes of spice and pepper. 
The beer has an apple sugar finish and flaked oats 
give Golden Ale a smooth and creamy mouthfeel. 
Fishing Vessel Porter returns, but this dark beer 
now has a tweaked recipe. Hop Blonde Ale returns 
this fall and will be available in cans for the first 
time. Arrowhead Red Ale, an Irish red with caramel 
sweetness, will come out in cans in December.

A notable architect, a famous resident or a big 
event can all contribute to what makes a partic- 
ular Hamptons house historic.

A HAMPTONS CLASSIC, 1912 

104 Egypt Lane, East Hampton 
$6,200,000 

This renovated Egypt Lane classic rests atop a hill 
overlooking the Egypt Lane Village Green in one of 
East Hampton’s most historic and untouched neigh- 
borhoods. Inside, this restored home boasts a mas- 
ter suite with its own balcony to view the lush and 
beautifully landscaped backyard on just over half an 
acre. Four additional bedrooms and three additional 
baths allow room for family and guests. The profes- 
sional kitchen, with a walk-in butler’s pantry, opens 
to a dining area, a light-filled great room and a formal 
living area with wood burning fireplace. There is a de- 
tached, oversized two-car garage and a heated 20’-by- 
40’ pool to complete the enchanting setting. 


“DEATHTRAP” WINDMILL COTTAGE, C. 1885 

121 & 123 Main Street, East Hampton 

$11,950,000 

A stunning example of 19th century “windmill ar- 
chitecture,” Edward DeRose’s Windmill Cottage is 
among East Hampton’s most outstanding historic 
homes. It was brilliantly renovated by Sandy Pea- 
body and decorated by Arthur Dunnam in 1998, 16 
years after making its famous Hollywood debut in 


Sidney Lumet’s 1982 thriller Deathtrap starring Mi- 
chael Caine and Christopher Reeve. The large wind- 
mill foyer leads to a living room with beamed ceiling 
and fireplace. It features a semi-circular screened-in 
porch, south sunroom and formal dining room, pan- 
eled kitchen, outdoor bluestone terrace and west 
den, along with an extensive master suite with pri- 
vate terrace, dressing rooms and luxury bath. The 
property includes a 50’ gunite pool, an all-weath- 
er tennis court and a three-car garage on a total 
of 3.5 acres. 


WARHOL PLAYGROUND EOTHEN ESTATE, 1930s 
16 Cliff Drive & 8 Old Montauk Highway, Montauk 
$85,000,000 sce 
A Montauk oceanfront estate made famous by its 
former owner, pop artist Andy Warhol, is in contract 
with art collector Adam Lindemann. The 5.7-acre 
Eothen estate was built in the 1930s by the Church 
family, of Arm & Hammer Baking Soda fame. The 
estate includes a house, four buildable acres with 
room for pool and tennis, and six cottages. Warhol 
purchased Eothen in 1971 and it’s where he hosted 
many of his famous friends, including Mick Jag- 
ger, Keith Richards, Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis 
and Elizabeth Taylor, to name a few. It was listed in 
June 2015 for $85 million, though that asking price 
includes a 24-acre equestrian property. According 
to broker Paul Brennan of Douglas Elliman Real Es- 
tate, Lindemann is in contract to purchase the 5.7- 
acre estate, while the equestrian property remains 
on the market. 


1835 HISTORIC CHURCH, NOW A HOME 
48 Madison Street, Sag Harbor

This 13,000-square-foot residence was previously a 
Methodist Church. The three-story building—with a 
unique fourth-story bell tower is undergoing a com- 
plete renovation by Bates Masi + Architects, Lettieri 
Construction and Gregg Bleam Landscape Archi- 
tects. The renovation maintains the integrity of the 
church facade while adding living space with modern 
amenities inside and beautiful grounds outside. Sited 
on half an acre, the house has large common rooms 
with high ceilings, six bedrooms and 9.5 bathrooms. 
Among the many amenities are an indoor spa with 
steam, sauna and hot tub, a heated gunite pool witha 
submerged floating spa, and a recreation room. 


PARSONS BARN, 1930s 
21 Argyle Lane, East Hampton

The Parsons family served as caretakers for the Gar- 
diner family, of Gardiners Island fame. This barn, now 
more than 200 years old, was originally used to store 
supplies before they were shipped to the island. In 
the 1930s, the barn was converted into a residence.
